Poor economy hasn't stymied 
Lehr Jackson's Corbett Farm

Optimistic?" repeats Lehr Jackson. He takes a 
stride or two, and moves from one end of the farm 
office to another. Trying the word on for size. Smiling 
at himself in his mental mirror. Checking to see if it 
covers all of his XXL frame. 

There aren't many optimists in the horse breeding 
business right now. Or in real estate, for that matter. 
And those happen to be Jackson's two major games. 

Finally, he concedes: "I'm not optimistic all the 
time. But what keeps me going are the comparables. 
Our first year in business (1989), we bred 25 mares. 
Last spring, we bred 183. I have to believe the farm is 
going in the right direction." 

Horsepeople looking for inspiration in coping with 
today's economy could find worse role models than 
Lehr Jackson, 50-year-old proprietor of Corbett Farm in 
Monkton, Md. 

A successful real estate entrepreneur (partner in the 
Baltimore-based firm Williams Jackson Ewing Inc.), 
Jackson had virtually no background in the horse busi¬ 
ness when he bought Corbett at public auction in No¬ 
vember, 1988, for $1.1 million. 

There were other serious obstacles to overcome. 
While the 163-acre property has many practical and 
charming features, almost everywhere you looked it 
had something in need of repair. And Jackson was 
coming in at a time when the market for horses had 
begun to sag as badly as the wall in his newly-acquired 
training barn. 

Four years later, it all works. Corbett Farm, devel¬ 
oped many years ago by the renowned trainer Hirsch 
Jacobs, who used it for raising and breaking young 
horses, has been restored to much of its former glory. 
The barns have been restored and repainted in their 
original colors—gleaming white with green trim. 
Fences have been fixed. Pastures rejuvenated. 

Six stallions did stud duty there last spring, and 
plans are for eight in 1993. 


Best of all, Corbett is operating in the black. 

"This is a great business, like nothing else in the 
world," says Jackson, whose wife Julie has since joined 
him in the day-to-day running of the farm. "With a 
little luck, it could be even more rewarding for us in the 
years ahead." 

Not that there haven't been many twists and turns 
in Jackson's four brief years of ownership. "The first 
thing we set out to do was build consumer confidence 
and volume," explains Jackson, who was aided in the 
beginning by Corbett's longtime manager Bill Al¬ 
bright. 

"We did this without a lot of regard to the expense 
side. Since we didn't know what would turn out to be 
the most productive, we did some of everything— 
training, breaking, buying and selling, breeding. Af¬ 
ter three years, we knew clearly what adjustments we 
needed to make. 

"In 1990-'91, our training business had been going 
through the roof. We had a string of race horses at the 
track for outside clients, and some here on the farm. 
Then all of a sudden, in March and April of 1991, it 
started to evaporate. There was a big change through¬ 
out the industry. Everybody was cutting back. 

"We limped along until the end of '91, and mean¬ 
while plotted our future. At the beginning of this year, 
we stopped training for other people." 

Corbett's farm activities are now the main focus, 
says Jackson. In addition to standing stallions, the 
farm breaks yearlings for clients (they have about 15 
this fall) and handles layups and R&R. "The farm is 
where we have our major investment. And it makes 
sense to concentrate everything here. In a lot of ways 
it's easier to promote stallions than it is to try and win 
races. Sometimes all it takes is a phone call or letter, 
and you pick up another $2,500 or $3,500 stud fee. 
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We're doing more business on the farm now than we 
used to do at the race track and the farm put together." 

Jackson has built his stallion roster around solid, 
medium-priced ($3,500 to $1,000 stud fee) stock. 

"The turning point was Clever Secret. When we got 
him (in 1990), things really started to take off," he says. 
An 8-year-old son of Secretariat—Small Loaf by Pia 
Star, Clever Secret is a graded stakes winner of more 
than $400,000. His first foals will be 2-year-olds in 
1993. 

Proven sire Proud Truth boosted Corbett's profile 
when he moved there for the 1992 season. An 
outstanding race horse (Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl win¬ 
ner of $2.2 million). Proud Truth has been represented 
by eight stakes horses including this year's graded 
2-year-old stakes winner Truth of It All. Proud Truth 
(by Graustark—Wake Robin by Summer Tan) is Mary¬ 
land's leading 2-year-old sire of 1992. 

Also set to make a splash is Corbett stallion Northern 
Wolf, whose first crop are weanlings. A Maryland-bred 
champion who set six-furlong track records at both Lau¬ 
rel and Pimlico, Northern Wolf (by Wolf Power-SAf— 
Glenorthern by Northern Fling) was one of the best 
sprinters to race in Maryland in recent memory.

Not to be overshadowed is Believe the Queen, also a 
Maryland-bred champion (graded stakes winner of 
$452,335). Sire of current multiple stakes winner Wait 
for the Lady ($380,615), Believe the Queen (by Believe 
It—Raise a Queen by Raise a Native) has experienced 
renewed popularity at Corbett, according to Jackson, 
and has some excellent young horses on the ground. 

Joining the Corbett lineup in 1993 is Tank, a graded 
stakes-winning son of Tank's Prospect—Native Zone 
by Exclusive Native. 

Also doing stud duty with the right credentials are 
Harriman (Lord Gaylord—Averell by Restless Native), 
a three-quarter brother to champion Lord Avie, and 
Whatever For (Caro-Ire—What's the Reason by Hail to 
Reason), a course record-setting stakes winner. Harri- 
man's first foals will race in 1993. Whatever For has 
been represented by stakes-placed Sennacherib from 
several small crops to race. 

"One thing I've learned in this stallion and mare 
business," says Jackson, "is that you have to do every¬ 
thing you can to get the best horses you can. We've had 
our mistakes, and we've learned from our mistakes 
and gone on. 

"With stallions, we've sought out great race horses, 
with great pedigrees. But the most important thing is 
conformation. I'm convinced you can have the greatest 
race horse in the world, but if he's crooked the chances 
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of having him be a productive stallion are not as good 
as they are with a horse who has good conformation. 
We have good looking horses, and we're starting to see 
the results in our yearlings." 

In addition to providing services to clients, Jackson 
owns a number of horses on his own account. How 
many? He grimaces and turns to his ledger book. 
Twelve broodmares, six yearlings (there would have 
been more, but he sold nine as weanlings last year), 11 
weanlings and about a half-dozen of racing age. One of 
his race horses is in training with Ron Houghton, and a 
few others are with Tom Voss. "We're aligning our¬ 
selves with several trainers," he says. "Janon Fisher 
works closely with us; we think a lot of him. He's a 
tremendous horseman who has been wonderful about 
sharing what he knows." 

Jackson uses the Jack Werk service in selecting mat¬ 
ings, and consults John Stuart, a Lexington, Ky., 
bloodstock agent, about stallions. "John has been a big 
influence," he says. "I talk to him every business day." 

Describing himself as a good listener, Jackson says: 
"A lot of these longtime horsemen are walking ency¬ 
clopedias. Tm always asking questions. The trick is to 
get them to tell you what they know." John Jacobs, 
Hirsch Jacobs's son and a highly-respected horseman 
in his own right, has been "an inspiration," adds Jack- 
son. "I see him three or four times a year. From him, I

get such a feeling for the history of this place. We're 
really stirring up some ghosts when we walk out 
across these fields where horses like Affectionately 
used to graze." 

Although he spends time at Corbett nearly every 
day, Jackson also has pressing business concerns else¬ 
where. His firm has handled such major projects as 
the renovation of Union Station in Washington, D.C., 
and most recently Towson Commons in Towson (Md.) 
and 30th Street Station in Philadelphia (Pa.). 

Much of the credit for the farm's rebirth belongs to 
his crew of workers, Jackson would be the first to tell 
you. "We've got a great group of young, hard-working 
horsepeople," he says. "For them, the horses come 
first." 

A young Irish couple, Kieran and Caroline MacDer- 
mott, serves as overall managers. "There's no such 
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whose father Dermot MacDermott managed the Cur- 
ragh race course in Ireland and also served as hand- 
icapper for the Turf Club, has applied his lifelong horse 
background at Corbett. He is helped by his wife, 
whom he met while they were both attending the stud 
management program at the Irish National Stud. 

''We do it like they do at home," says Caroline. "The 
yearlings spend most of their time in the fields. We 
bring them along slowly. And we do a lot of work with 
turf gallops, walking them around the farm, educating 
the young horses. Race track life, in the United States, 
is strange to us." 

Operations manager Jeff Canoles ("He takes care of 
everything, from tractors to fences," says Jackson) is 
another vital member of the farm. As is the office con¬ 
tingent, consisting of Sissy Fisher and Julie Jackson. 
"They handle all the billings and coordinate every¬ 
thing," he says. 

Although she was not a horsewoman four years 
ago, Julie Jackson has caught on fast. Lehr's purchase 
of Corbett came as a total surprise. "One of many sur¬ 
prises," she says. Two years ago, she gave up her job as 
program director for the National Endowment for the 
Arts in Washington, D.C., where she had worked for 
some 20 years, and began working full-time at Corbett. 

"It was obvious that we needed me here, and actu¬ 
ally this kind of work is not totally different from what I 
had been doing," she explains. Also, the job allows her 
more flexibility in caring for their three children. The 
Jacksons, who live in the Guilford section of Baltimore 
City, have a daughter Hillary, 16, who is a sophomore 
at Garrison Forest School, and two sons. Lehr, 13, who 
attends St. Paul's School, and Peter, 7, a first-grader at 
Calvert School. 

Hillary has become an avid rider. Training with 
Debbie Supik, she shows extensively, plays polo and 
foxhunts with the Elkridge-Harford. 

Before arriving at Corbett, Julie Jackson also has her 
daily morning ride at nearby Cool Meadows Farm. "I 
started riding when Hillary did," she says. "And now I 
really enjoy it." 

Lehr supervises the children's activities in the late 
afternoon, allowing Julie to work from 10-6. "We give 
each other a lot of flexibility," he says, "by working 
together as a team. You know how Wayne Lukas calls 
himself 'Team Lukas.' One of our goals is to be that 
way." 

Jackson doesn't plan for the Corbett operation to 
grow much larger. "It's here, and we'll just keep on 
doing what we're doing," he says. 

As for the economy: "We've been through reces¬ 
sions in the real estate business in 1973 and in 1981. . . 
You have to put your head down and keep going, if you 
think you're on the right track, and not worry if the 
walls are collapsing around you.

Going, going . . . gone 

The last parcel of prpperty associ¬ 
ated with Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City was sold at public auction 
October 3. It included ten acres and the 
main house built by late owner E.P. Tay¬ 
lor. 

The Georgian brick mansion was 
purchased by Joe Thomson for 
$428,000. Last year, Thomson pur¬ 
chased the training and yearling divi¬ 
sions of Windfields, renaming them 
White Horse Farms. 

An agent for Patterson-Schwartz 
Realtors, which handled the Wind- 
fields transactions, said 17 bidders reg¬ 
istered to buy the last parcel. Wind- 
fields, which closed in 1988, encom¬ 
passed some 2,500 acres, which have 
since been divided into about ten indi¬ 
vidual farms.

The group achieved its goal, 
and "just about broke even" on the 
transactions, according to the Patter¬ 
son-Schwartz representative.

Preparing for the long haul: 
a horse breeders' survival guide 

By Art Baumohl 


You can buy yearlings more cheaply than you can 
raise them, according to many of today's 
yearling buyers. If this statement is true, or 
nearly so, how is a breeder going to encourage 
himself to stay in the breeding end of the 
Thoroughbred business? 


It's not an easy question. But the Thoroughbred 
business is going to be around for a long time. To sur¬ 
vive as a breeder, you must become adept at playing 
the percentages to your advantage. 

My suggestions? First, institute a ruthless culling 
program to eliminate those broodmares who do not fit 
a program of survival. 

A complete and honest judgment of your mares can¬ 
not include sentiment. Following are some guidelines: 

Conformation 

■ Try to get and keep mares who have excellent con¬ 
formation and who have had foals with better than 
average conformation. So much emphasis has been 
put on conformation in the last few years that it just has 
to be an important factor in your selection of mares. 
Look for adequate size in mares, and try to be realistic 
in evaluating the foals your mares are raising. 


Those mares who give you ordinary-looking foals 
are not automatically out. Racing ability of those foals 
is also an important factor. But put away the rose-col¬ 
ored glasses. Look them all over at least twice a year. 

If you have to choose, trade a little pedigree for con¬ 
formation. 

Productivity 

■ A mare who has produced foals of demonstrated 
ability is your best broodmare. You can forget about 
her race record or pedigree after she has had runners. 
This is what we are all after—a mare who produces 
runners. 

Racing ability 

■ Broodmares who were runners themselves are next- 
best. I feel very strongly about using runners as brood¬ 
mares. Whenever possible, don't compromise on rac¬ 
ing class. 
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Try to start with mares who demonstrated racing 
class at a major race track. Ability to win good allow¬ 
ance races (or best of all, of course, stakes) should be 
given preference. 

■ Unraced and unplaced mares are at the bottom of 
the production chain. Resist the temptation to retire as 
a broodmare a filly who didn't make it as a runner. A 
few fillies who couldn't run do well as broodmares, but 
the percentage is extremely small. If you believe you 
own the exception to this rule, you are fighting against 
percentages that don't work in your favor. Only if a 
mare has excellent conformation and a superb female 
family right on top in the first dam, would I be tempted 
to give her a chance as a broodmare. 

Broodmare sires 

■ Select mares by better-than-average sires—stallions 
who have been successful first as sires, and secondly 
as broodmare sires. 

A foal whose dam is by a stallion no one has ever 
heard of is not an attractive proposition. On the other 
hand, an outstanding female family can overcome an 
unpopular broodmare sire. 

Flexibility 

■ Breed to race so that you can feel comfortable taking 
your homebreds to the track if necessary. An arrange¬ 
ment with a trainer might help keep expenses down, 
enabling you to do this without an impossible financial 
burden. 

The costs of keeping a horse in training now ap¬ 
proach and in many cases exceed $20,000 a year. Few 
people can afford that kind of outlay, especially if they 
have more than one horse. 

If your homebred is training well or starts to race 
with success, you should be able to sell him and use

the proceeds to keep several young horses in training. 
Cull the ones who show nothing as quickly as you can. 

Watching the numbers 

■ Limit your number of mares and don't let this 
number get away from you. Keep culling all the time, 
finding a reason to keep a cap on the number of brood¬ 
mares you have. 

■ Take advantage of a state breeding program if avail¬ 
able. The Maryland program is a good one—use it to 
your advantage. 

Stallion selection 

■ Use as few unproven stallions as possible. 

■ Don't overbreed your mares. Use stallions who have 
a realistic chance of producing foals that will sell for 
five times the stud fee, or more. 

The stallion you select for your mare shouldn't over¬ 
power your mare in value. A sensible choice would be a 
stallion standing for a fee equivalent to one-fifth the 
value of your mare. Be realistic on these values. 

Look at the stallion and see that he complements the 
mare. Don't double up on obvious faults. Also find out 
about the temperament of the stallion—it will make a 
difference. 

■ Foal sharing is probably not a good idea for the mare 
owner. Seasons available for foal sharing are probably 
over-priced. Everyone will know if the stallion is being 
foal-shared, and potential buyers will ignore the ad¬ 
vertised stud fee. Unless the stallion is doing very 
well, it will probably not be worth splitting the foal. If 
you do decide to take this route, try to get better than a 
50-50 split in proceeds. 

■ Always breed to a stallion who demonstrated supe¬ 
rior racing ability. Never breed to a horse who was not 
a good race horse. Moderate runners almost never do 
well as stallions. 

■ Don't try to make a stallion with your mares. This is 
probably the hardest thing to accomplish in the horse 
business. You can help your own stallion by breeding 
some mares to him, but don't breed all your mares to 
your own horse. 

If you feel comfortable about standing your own 
stallion, get as many outside mares as you can, espe¬ 
cially for his first year at stud. You can't hope to make 
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your own horse without good numbers representing 
him at the races. 


Marketing strategy 

■ Try to set up a long-term selling program choosing 
the best auction schedule, and most appropriate mar¬ 
keting strategy, for your yearlings. 

■ If you build a reputation as a breeder of superior 
runners, the clients who bought those runners will 
come back to buy the younger foals from the good 
producers. 

■ Most important of all—cull, cull, cull. You may re¬ 

gret losing a mare or two, but most of the ones you get 
rid of will end up being a financial plus in your breed¬ 
ing operation. □

S ince conducting his famous dispersal at Keeneland in 
1988 (and using a major portion of the proceeds to fund 
programs for backstretch workers), Jim Ryan has gotten back 
into the breeding business on a reduced scale. 

The man who bred and raced champions Smart Angle 
and Heavenly Cause, and campaigned homebred Caveat in 
partnership to win the 1983 Belmont Stakes, hasn't lost his 
golden touch. 

He bought the young mare Dancer's Candy (a 1983 
daughter of Noble Dancer-GB) for $42,000 at the 1989 Keene¬ 
land January sale. A minor stakes winner. Dancer's Candy 
($148,868, Trillium S, Lindsay Jay S, etc.) has already become 
a major producer. Her first foal, the 2-year-old colt Awad (by 
Caveat) broke his maiden while capturing the Grade 3 Pil¬ 
grim Stakes at Belmont in his sixth career start. 

Awad races for Ryan's Ryehill Stable and is trained by 
David Donk, a former assistant to Hall of Fame trainer 
Woody Stephens, who trained Ryan's stable stars. 

Runner-up to Silent Testamony in the Mercedes-Benz 
Maryland Maiden race on Maryland Million Day, Awad 
came back after the Pilgrim Stakes to finish sixth in the Lau¬ 
rel Futurity-G3 won by Lord of the Bay. 

Awad is one of six 1992 stakes winners for Caveat, who is 
currently Maryland's leading sire. The others are Heed, No 
Fumar, Paula Revere, Snazzle Dazzle and Ratings. All are 
stakes winners on the turf. Ryan still owns a number of 
shares in Caveat, who stands at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md.

B aby o' Mine is the first homebred ever to race for Claire 
and Tom McDermott. A senior executive with the federal 
government, and an electrical engineer by profession, Mr. 
McDermott and his wife started buying race horses about 
five years ago. "We'd had pleasure horses for our daughter," 
he explained. "Then we decided we'd like to breed some for 
racing." 

They responded to an advertisement by Jerry and Laurie 
Calhoun, who operate Summer Wind Farm in Libertytown, 
Md. The Calhouns sold them Latham Girl (by Piamem) who 
was in foal to Prince Street at the time, and the rest is history. 

That foal. Baby o' Mine, pushed her earnings to $108,129 
with her three-quarter length score in the Seton Hall Univer¬ 
sity Stakes. Rallying from off the pace over a sloppy track, 
she covered the five furlongs in :5775, one and a fifth sec¬ 
onds slower than the track record. She shared high weight of 
117 pounds, and defeated eight rivals. 

It was her third first-place finish in a row. After winning 
an allowance race at Meadowlands on September 12, Baby o' 
Mine was disqualified from a victory in the October 3 Park 
Heights Handicap at Pimlico. The Seton Hall University 
Stakes came only six days later. 

Baby o' Mine's stakes score was also a milestone for Laurie 
Calhoun, who recorded her first added-money victory as a 
trainer. Prince Street stood at Summer Wind before moving 
to California in the fall of 1990. The Calhouns' connections 
with the mare go back to 1985, when Laurie received Latham 
Girl as payment for breaking some yearlings. 

Today, Latham Girl is one of three broodmares at the 
McDermotts' 11-acre Charles Hill Farm in Upper Marlboro. 
She has a yearling colt by Jane's Dilemma; barren for 1992, 
Latham Girl is carrying a foal by Nasty and Bold.

J ohn Friedman has had Cinderella experiences before this. 

In the early 1970s, he trained Helen Vizzi's Our Cheri 
Amour, an $1,800 Eastern Fall Sales yearling buy, to win 
three stakes, including the Coaching Club American Oaks, 
and earn more than $177,000. 

But 2-year-old Domus Pacis could end up topping that 
achievement, according to Friedman, who bred and owns 
the gelding with his wife Virginia. "'He's probably the best 
horse Pve ever trained,'' said Friedman. 

Domus Pacis prevailed in a close finish to capture Laurel's 
Bimelech Stakes in his fifth career start. Carrying 114 
pounds, eight less than runner-up My Impression, he set 
every fraction and stopped the timer in 1:11. "He acts like 
there's nothing to it," said the trainer. "It's a dream come 
true, to have a horse like this of my own." 

Friedman purchased the gelding's granddam High n Nif¬ 
ty (by Babu Dancer) privately from Charles Her back in 1977. 
"I picked her out of a field of 35 horses," says Friedman, who 
retired from his job as a fireman in Washington, D.C., in 
1968, after suffering smoke inhalation in the riots, and has 
trained and owned a small stable of horses ever since. "She 
was 4 years old, and I'd been looking for a young horse, but 
she was outstanding looking. I got her to the races in Decem¬ 
ber of her 4-year-old season." 

High n Nifty's daughter High Born Miss (by Stoic Spy) 
campaigned for Friedman and Her in partnership, and re¬ 
tired as an allowance winner of $47,495. 

Domus Pacis is High Born Miss's third foal. He and his 
winning 3-year-old full sister Viva Maria are the only two 
horses in Friedman's Bowie barn. And High Born Miss, who 
boards at Gordon Keys's Oatland Farm, is currently Fried¬ 
man's only broodmare. "We didn't breed her for 1991 or '92," 
says Friedman. "We were waiting to see how these others 
turned out. She's back in foal right now to Feel the Power."

G aylord's Annie got a rest last summer, and returned full 
of run. 

She captured the Ford House Stakes at Meadowlands by a 
rallying one-length margin, earning her third stakes pay- 
check in a row. The Lord Gaylord mare had finished third 
behind Richard's Lass and Mz. Zill Bear in the First National 
Bank of Maryland Ladies on Maryland Million Day (Septem¬ 
ber 26), and second to Gene Propp's Dream in the Hydrangea 
Stakes at Meadowlands on September 11. 

In the Ford House Stakes, Gaylord's Annie defeated seven 
rivals, including 1991 Maryland-bred horse of the year Wide 
Country, who was fractious at the starting gate and finished 
next-to-last.

M r. Moby Dick is turning out to be longtime Maryland 
horsewoman Barbara Kees's great white hope. 
"'Unless you count the Marlboro Nursery, back in the early 
1960s, that was my first stakes win," said Mrs. Kees, after 
Mr. Moby Dick edged clear to a length and a quarter victory 
in the Clever Foot Stakes. The 6-5 favorite in a field of eight, 
Mr. Moby Dick scored in 1:11 over a sloppy track. 

A gray gelding by Horatius, Mr. Moby Dick has been a 
model of consistency for Mrs. Kees, who bred, owns and 
trains him. He has finished first or second in six career starts, 
leading up to the Clever Foot Stakes with a frontrunning 
victory in an allowance race on September 10 at Pimlico. 

Mrs. Kees, who has been a licensed trainer since 1949, 
also bred Mr. Moby Dick's dam Lydia Ann (a foal of 1977 by 
Elephant Walk). Lydia Ann, an allowance winner of $23,824, 
has had three other foals to race, including the good winners 
Rajamuffin, a 6-year-old Northern Raja mare who has 
earned $77,840, and Cloudy Winters (by Sunny Winters). 
The mare foaled a Norquestor filly last spring and was not 
bred for 1993. 

Mr. Moby Dick had surgery to remove chips from his 
knees after the stakes, but is expected to return to competi¬ 
tion within several months.

O wner/breeders Bill and Phyllis Dixon got their first 
stakes winner when homebred Mz. Zill Bear, a 3-year- 
old daughter of Salutely, rallied to score by a neck in Laurel's 
Grade 3 Martha Washington Handicap, paying $56.60 to 
win. 

Carrying 112 pounds, eight less than runner-up Star Min¬ 
ister, Mz. Zill Bear triumphed over a competitive field that 
also included proven stakes performers Toosie and Logan's 
Mist. 

Named after the great French trainer Maurice Zilber, Mz. 
Zill Bear has shown promise all along. "When she was a 
yearling, Mr. Zilber singled her out as our nicest one," said 
Mr. Dixon, an Annapolis (Md.) attorney and real estate in¬ 
vestor who met Zilber several years ago during one of the 
trainer's trips to the International at Laurel. 

Zilber's prediction has come true, as the filly has won or 
placed in 10 of 12 career starts. She ran a game second to 
Richard's Lass in the First National Bank of Maryland Ladies 
on Maryland Million Day, her last outing before the Martha 
Washington, and has also registered thirds in the Twixt and 
Pearl Necklace Stakes. 

Her performance in the Martha Washington earned her 
an invitation to compete in the Queen Elizabeth Challenge 
Cup-Gl at Keeneland on October 24. She finished sixth, less 
than four lengths behind the winner. Captive Miss. 

Dixon, who was at one time a partner with William G. 
Christmas in a local auction company (now defunct), bred 
Mz. Zill Bear on a foal sharing arrangement with Christmas. 
The filly's dam. Silver Mink, an unraced daughter of Vice 
Regent, is still owned by Christmas. Mz. Zill Bear is her first 
foal. Dixon has a yearling colt. Wed, by Salutely—Silver 
Mink. Barren for 1992, Silver Mink is back in foal to Salutely. 

Dixon is the majority shareholder, owning 23 of 40 shares, 
in Salutely, who stands at Ron and Carolyn Green's Green 
Willow Farms in Westminster for $1,500 live foal. Salutely is 
the sire of additional stakes winners First Patriot, Sean's Fer¬ 
rari and rilbealongintime.

S he restored our faith!" said trainer Katy Voss, after Wood 
So's length score in the Meadowlands Budweiser Breed¬ 
ers' Cup-G3. 

Always close to the pace. Wood So edged clear in the final 
stages to a decisive victory over favored Harbour Club. Next 
in order of finish came Punchline Patty, Christina Czarina, 
Withallprobability and Silver Tango. Final time for the six 
furlongs, over a sloppy track, was 1:09^5, just one second 
slower than the track record. 

Coming on the heels of her disappointing finish on Mary¬ 
land Million Day, Wood So's triumph at the Meadowlands 
was all the more impressive. She had checked in sbcth in the 
Maryland Million Distaff Handicap, some four lengths be¬ 
hind the winner Brilliant Brass. 

"Maybe she was too ready for the Maryland Million," 
commented Voss. "She didn't get it all together; her race 
wasn't that bad. But at her best on Maryland Million Day, 
Wood So would have won easily. The bottom line was that she 
needed a race." 

After a stellar winter campaign, during which she logged 
victories in the Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2 and Inter¬ 
borough Handicap-G3, Wood So was sidelined with strained 
suspensory ligaments. She was rested at Chanceland Farm 
over the spring and summer. "We thought her recuperation 
would take longer than it did," said Voss, who had primed 
her for a return in the Million. 

Wood So races for nationally prominent owner John 
Franks, who purchased her privately from Voss and partner 
Bob Manfuso last winter following her score in the Inter¬ 
borough.

As the Green Spring Valley Hunt Club celebrates the 
100th anniversary of its founding this month, its name is 
still synonymous with everything that's grand about the 
sport of foxhunting. 


GSVHC originated in 1892 largely as the result of 
the foxhunting passion of 19-year-old Redmond Con- 
yngham Stewart. By age 15, young Redmond was 
hunting his own small pack of hounds, developed 
from a gift hound donated by Valley neighbor Sam 
Nicholas. 

The formal Green Spring Valley Hunt Club organi¬ 
zation began December 3,1892, with "a meeting of the 
residents of the Green Spring Valley and its vicinity 
called at the residence of Mr. Lynn Painter at the in¬ 
stance of Mr. Redmond C. Stewart, for the purpose of 
definitely organizing a Hunt Club," as recorded in the 
first set of minutes. 

Elected as officers were: John McHenry, president; 
Randolph Barton Jr., secretary; Redmond C. Stewart, 
Master of Foxhounds; Alfred W. Pleasants, Charles 
Morton Stewart Jr., Horace White, James McK. Merry- 
man and Albert T. Myer, governors. 

A proper announcement to the neighborhood was 
made December 12, 1892, at Vaucluse, the home of 
Randolph Barton Jr., on the occasion of his 21st birth¬ 
day. 

Redmond Stewart, a bachelor at the time, kenneled 
his hounds at the family estate, Cliffeholme. 

One of 14 children of Charles Morton Stewart and 
his wife, the former Josephine Lurman, Redmond 
Stewart easily produced an active field from his own 
family. His brothers, especially Plunket and Gustav, 
served as whippers-in from the time they were 8 or 9 
years old. The young ladies of the Stewart clan were 
equally avid participants. 


Drawing the rest of the field from Valley neighbors 
and friends, the club developed an informal, genera¬ 
tion-less flavor that has continued ever since. 

By the end of the season of 1893, the foxhunters 
conducted both a horse show held at Trentham, the 
home of Thomas Cradock, and a June race meeting at 
Pimlico, carding flat races for ponies and half-breds 
plus three steeplechase races. 

By that summer, discussions were under way with 
Thomas Cradock concerning the rental of the Ten Mile 
House property on the Reisterstown Turnpike for use 
by the club. 

In September 1893, a lease was signed for "about an 
acre of ground, improved by a large dwelling house, 
stables and outbuildings, which latter have been con¬ 
verted into comfortable and commodious kennels." 

Dues were increased from $5 to $10 per year. 

October 7, 1893—Ten Mile House, 2:30 p.m. The 
Hounds meet for the first time this fall at the new kennels 
where the hounds have been quartered for several weeks. As it 
is the opening of the season there are about 30 in the field who 
knock down as many fences as possible. 

The Master was known not to take the sport too 
seriously. It is said, in fact, that Redmond Stewart often 
delighted in scandalizing his followers by referring to 
his hounds as "dogs." 

Nevertheless, by 1895, membership had doubled 
and the Ten Mile House facility was proving inade¬ 
quate. In 1897, the Board of Governors purchased a 
ten-acre site in Garrison, lying between the Green 
Spring Valley Road and the Green Spring branch of the

Baltimore and Susquehanna Railroad, from Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Morton Stewart. The purchase price was 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Here on October 9, 1897, a newly constructed low 
shingle building with a long wide porch was opened 
for the Green Spring members. Stables and kennels 
were also part of the package at what became—and still 
is—the home of the Green Spring Valley Hunt Club. 
(Today it is known as the Lower Club, and serves as the 
site for all the organization's activities except foxhunt¬ 
ing, which was relocated years ago to a rural setting in 
the Worthington Valley.) 

Within a few years, tennis, trap shooting and base¬ 
ball, as well as dancing classes, literary lectures and 
musicals, were available for members and their guests. 

In about 1906-'07, John Rush Streett introduced 
Redmond Stewart to the excellent foxhunting to be 
found surrounding Streett's Harford County estate, 
Farmington. The foxhunters of Green Spring soon be¬ 
gan an annual pilgrimage to Harford County. 

In 1912, after honorary whipper-in Frank Bonsai 
married Redmond Stewart's sister Ellinor, the couple 
purchased Verdant Valley, the estate of Beale Howard, 
and moved tp Harford County. 

Redmond Stewart^ made a gift of 15 couple of 
hounds to his sister and new brother-in-law^ and 
Green Spring relinquished the right to that country in 
1913, allowing Bonsai to establish the Harford Hunt. 

Meanwhile, at thye Garrison location, the inost excit¬ 
ing turn of events immediately preceding World War I 
was the opening of the long-awaited golf course. 

Designed by Ben Read and Robert Barker Harrison, 
nine holes were laid out over land purchased from the 


Elder family, and over the estate of Mrs. Frank Bald¬ 
win, Harrison's sister. 

World War I cast a pall that, fortunately, turned out 
to be temporary. 

Many Green Spring members (including Redmond 
Stewart, who was then 43) went off to war, and fox¬ 
hunting was curtailed. 

After the war ended, however, activities at the club 
proliferated. Baseball and tennis leagues kept a hectic 
pace, president Stuart S. Janney oversaw construction 
of the first swimming pool, and the Maryland Polo 
Club played its first chukker on the GSVHC grounds. 
Among those participating in the latter were T. 
Buchanan Blakiston, Arthur and J.W.S. Foster, Wallace 
Lanahan and Dudley Riggs. 

Thoroughbred trainer and breeder Janon Fisher 
served as Master from 1920-'25, and John Gregg 
Thomas became president in 1924, a mission that 
would last for the next 24 years. 

The demand for all the various activities at ^e club, 
however, was evidence of the growth of development 
in the area. 

"As the country around Garrison became built up, 
we began to look for a place to move," Janon Fisher 
reminisced in a 1976 issue of MARYLAND HORSE. 
"Ou^/arthest meet at that time was St. John's Church 
(Gljhidon) and by scouting around near there, a farm 
w^s fou^ in 192^ which is today the Upper Club. It 
ha4 been a very long hack from the Garrison kennels 
to St. John'§." 

The new location was Stamford, a 168-acre parcel on 
Mantua Mill Road owned by descendants of the Phil- 
pot family. Records show that Brian Philpot III built the

How it all began 

Writing to friend Harry Nicholas, GSVHC 
founder Redmond Stewart described the evolu¬ 
tion of his foxhound pack: 

When 1 started keeping a few hounds and hunting, 
along about 1886, the hounds that I had were from a 
strain that John Bowen, an ancient Foxhunter, had 
owned for many years, and which were said to be from 
the old Maryland strain of hounds, dating back to Rev¬ 
olutionary times. Soon, however, 1 formed a close asso¬ 
ciation with the Howard County foxhunters, John 
Hardy, living near Clarksville, Napoleon Bonaparte 
Welsh, a very old foxhunter, Dorsey Rogers, John 
Bentley, of Poplar Springs, the father of Jack Bentley, 
the baseball player. These men talked about the Brooke 
hound, a number of which strain were red hounds. 
They had beautiful notes, and had the reputation of 
being fox chasers. It was said that along about 1850, a 
gentleman from Georgia procured one of these hounds, 
took it to Georgia, where it became famous and was the 
progenitor of the July strain of American hounds. 
These hunters also said that these hounds were de¬ 
scended by the male tail line from the original hounds 
that were brought over from Ireland by Bolton Jackson 
in the year, 1 think, 1830. These Howard County 
hounds were good hunters. I knew a number of them 
very well, and 1 procured the best blood. 

Records from the time also show that Stewart 
crossed his hounds with the English variety be¬ 
longing to Charles E. Mather, of the Brandywine 
Hunt (Pa.). Among the outstanding hounds of 
the early years were the black and tan Logan; 
Beauty from John Hardy's strain; Gallopin and 
Gambler, the cross of Brandywine's Glancer and 
an American bitch; and, most renowned. 
Screamer, a son of the Elkridge import Harkaway. 















two and a half story, gable roofed brick structure that 
now serves as the clubhouse in about 1785. 

Rolling on the tide of the '20s, there were now two 
clubs: one for foxhunting, another for golf and ten¬ 
nis—with most members involved actively in all three 
sports. 

As the Depression took its toll, numerous members 
were forced to resign, and those who remained used 
the club far less frequently. There were discussions 
about combining with the Elkridge Club, or the Mary¬ 
land Polo Club, or moving the kennels to Worthington 
Farm. 

Eventually, with staff and hounds reduced and 
MFH Frank A. (Downey) Bonsa^and MFH John K. 
Shaw hunting hounds themselyes. Green Spring sur¬ 
vived intact. But in 1936, the club suffered another 
blow: Redmond Stewart died of pneumonia. Three 
years later, GSVHC had lost John McHenry as well. 

With another World War looming, an era—in many 
ways, a whole way of lifo—had come to a close. 

Most of the young men, including MFH Jack Shaw, 
MFH Stuart S. Janney Jr., MFH George Carey and 
young John McHenry, were sopn off to war. 

Current member Cooper Walker lived at the Lower 
Club during the early 1940s, and he recalls the grim 
statistics: ''Of the 17 junior members who went to 
war," says Walker, "seven were killed, and two were 
taken as POWs. It is believed that, percentage-wise, 
these numbers exceeded those of any other club." 

Hunt fields were small and limited not only to those 
still at home or on leave, but to those living within 


hacking distance. Gasoline was not available for such 
frivolities as foxhunting, timber racing or horse show¬ 
ing. 

One exception was made for Grace Miller, the first 
woman Master at Green Spring. As entertainment for 
the GIs, Miller and her crack huntsman Otis Hayes 
showed Green Spring hounds at a special event held at 
Fort Meade, casting hounds in a nearby field where a 
drag had been laid. 

As the war ended and the good times returned, 
activities at both the Upper and Lower Clubs re¬ 
bounded. 

Returning from his Army duties, 19-year-old Les 
Grimes was hired as Green Spring huntsman, the 
youngest such professional ever engaged to hunt a 
recognized pack. Grimes hunted these hounds for 35 
years, until his retirement in 1981, establishing a phe¬ 
nomenal reputation for foxhunting acumen under the 
leadership of ten different Masters. 

By 1957, the Board of Governors adopted a plan 
which recognized the formation of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds, Inc. This group is made up of hunting 
members, governed by its own directors and officers, 
and assigned all the hunting rights registered with the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association. 

At the same time, the Green Spring Valley Hounds 
continues to operate in affiliation with the GSVHC. 

In 1970, the Upper Club recognized 123 hunting 
memberships, 20 percent of them families. 

That decade marked the beginning of an exchange 
of hounds with certain foxhunting packs in England.

Through an arrangement between Green Spring Mas¬ 
ter H. Robertson Fenwick and former MFH J. Fife Sym¬ 
ington Jr., in cooperation with British MFH Antony 
Murray-Smith, two dog hounds. Chairman and Ruler, 
and one bitch. Darkness, went to the Quorn, while 
Green Spring received two bitches. Pardon and Ro¬ 
mance, in return. 

Several years later, the Quorn, Fernie, Belvoir and 
Cottesmore sent Green Spring a gift of seven bitches 
from their packs. In 1980, the Fernie sent to the Green 
Spring a great-granddaughter of Darkness named 
Dawdle, whose influence is still prevalent in today's 
entry. 

"The Green Spring Valley Hounds Kennel Stud 
Book has been kept by the Masters over these 100 
years," states J.W.Y. Martin Jr., who today shares the 
duties of Master with Peyton Cochran and Frank A. 
Bonsai Jr. 

"The bloodlines in the GS V Stud Book go back to the 
19th century, and have been a very valuable source of 
information to the clerk and keeper of the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association Stud Book," he goes on. 

"Succeeding Masters to this day have basically bred 
to produce a tri-color hound," adds Fife Symington, 
"which combines the voice and nose of the American 
foxhound with the speed, stamina and conformation 
of the English foxhound. 

"The Masters of the Green Spring Valley Hounds 
have produced, through the crossbreeding of English 
and American bloodlines, one of the most prestigious 
and famous packs of foxhounds in the United States," 
Symington proudly concludes. 


Andrew Barclay came to Green Spring as whipper- 
in in 1974, advancing to huntsman at Grimes's retire¬ 
ment in 1981. His pride in the pack is equally conta¬ 
gious. 

"When people ask me how Green Spring has man¬ 
aged to keep such a high standard of sport, my answer 
is that it is due to the people involved," Barclay ex¬ 
plains. "They are earnest about their sport, and their 
knowledge of hounds is unparalleled in this country. 
They are not only great foxhunters, but also 
outstanding horsemen. 

"In addition, thanks to our kennelman Doug Flet¬ 
cher, who has been with the club for over 30 years, our 
rides and panels are the envy of any hunt in America." 

A similar enthusiasm, especially for golf, permeates 
the Lower Club as well. In the centennial year, the 
membership voted a capital improvement program of 
nearly $2 million, under the direction of current presi¬ 
dent Perry J. Bolton. 

As the club enters its second century, perhaps one 
of the most remarkable signs of strength is its member¬ 
ship list. Stewarts, McHenrys, Janneys, Thomases, 
Brewsters, Bonsais, Stumps and Fishers, and numer¬ 
ous other descendants of the founders still live in these 
beautiful valleys and still belong to the GSVHC. 

The keynotes remain much the same in 1992 as in 
1892: s^rt,? family and foxhunting. □

December 1992 
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Tax burden lifted 

Changes in the withholding tax on 
gambling winnings, recently approved 
by Congress, are good news not just to 
people who cash large bets. It will 
mean an estimated $68 million a year in 
additional revenues to the horse indus¬ 
try, according to the American Horse 
Council. 

The Internal Revenue Code present¬ 
ly requires race tracks to withhold 20 
percent of any winning wagers for 
which the payoff is more than $1,000 
and the odds are 300-1 or higher. The 
change, which takes effect on January

1,1993, raises the tax from 20 percent to 
28 percent. But it also raises the thresh¬ 
old from $1,000 to $5,000. 

''Although the rate is raised eight 
percent, the increase in the threshold is 
very beneficial," explained AHC presi¬ 
dent R. Richards Rolapp. That's be¬ 
cause money withheld from mutuel 
payoffs is removed from circulation at 
the race tracks. When the threshold is 
raised, exempting many payoffs from 
withholding, more money will be re¬ 
bet and mutuel handles will grow. 

"We estimate that the increase in the 
threshold will eliminate 96 percent of 
all withholding transactions and that 
the amount of money withheld will be 
reduced by 70 percent. This will result 
in a three percent increase, over $400 
million, in total handle a year," said 
Rolapp. 

"With the average takeout last year 
at 20 percent, we estimate an additional 
$85 million in revenue to the states, the 
tracks and the horsemen: about $17 
million to the states, $34 million to the 
tracks and $34 million to the horse¬ 
men." 

The rate increase will also apply to 
winnings from state lotteries. The 
change in the threshold gives pari-mu-

Sports betting banned 

Horse racing gained a significant vic¬ 
tory on October 9, when the Senate 
passed federal legislation to prohibit 
betting on professional and amateur 
sports. 

The bill. The Professional and Ama¬ 
teur Sports Protection Act of 1992, was 
sent to President Bush, who is expected 
to sign it into law. 

"Although many felt that the legisla¬ 
tion had little chance of success, it was 
passed overwhelmingly every time it 
came to a vote, whether in committee 
or on the floor of the House and Sen¬ 
ate," stated the American Horse Coun¬ 
cil, which had lobbied for the legislation 
for the last three years. 

"The procedural problems of getting 
the legislation to a vote were the prima¬ 
ry obstacle," said AHC president R. 
Richards Rolapp. "Vote after vote con¬ 
firmed that Congress was over¬ 
whelmingly opposed to allowing bet¬ 
ting on sports to grow nationwide. 

"This shows what the industry can 
do in Washington when it speaks in 
unison and aligns itself with other 
groups in a coalition," Rolapp added. 
The informal coalition supporting the 
bill included the AHC, all the profes¬ 
sional sports leagues, the National Col¬ 
legiate Athletic Association and the 
U.S. Olympic Committee. 

The sports betting legislation was 
introduced in the Senate by Senators 
Dennis DeConcini of Arizona and Or- 
rin Hatch of Utah, and in the House of 
Representatives by Congressmen John 
Bryant of Texas and Hamilton Fish of 
New York. Sen. Bill Bradley of New Jer¬ 
sey was also a prime supporter of the 
legislation. 

The legislation prohibits any state 
from authorizing or operating any lot¬ 
tery or other gambling operation based 
on a professional or amateur sporting 
event. It specifically exempts pari-mu¬ 
tuel horse racing from its prohibitions. 

The ban, which applies to Indian 
reservations, includes some excep¬ 
tions. Sports betting ventures in Nev¬ 
ada and Oregon may continue to oper¬ 
ate. Delaware, which approved a sports 
betting lottery in 1976 but later discon¬ 
tinued it, is also grandfathered out of 
the ban. New Jersey has a window 
through 1993 during which it could au¬ 
thorize sports betting in its casinos, but 
an amendment to the state constitution 
would be required.

Zoman's affirmative score 
highlights Turf Festival

LYDIA WILLIAMS 
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Owned by a member of Saudi Arabia's ruling fami¬ 
ly, and racing under the British flag, Zoman displayed 
his true red, white and blue colors on a glorious fall 
afternoon at Laurel. 

The son of 1978 Triple Crown winner Affirmed re¬ 
kindled memories of his sire as he dug in with bulldog 
tenacity and held off late-charging favorite Sillery to 
score by a head in the 41st running of the Grade 1 
Budweiser (formerly Washington, D.C.) International. 

A $300,000 Saratoga Yearling sale graduate bred in 
Kentucky by Harbor View Farm, Zoman has an all- 
American pedigree, and a race record that transcends 
most boundaries. His International victory—the first 
since 1969 for a representative of Great Britain—was 
the biggest North American win ever for his interna- 
tionally-prominent owner Prince Fahd Salman, who 
won last year's Epsom Derby-Gl with Generous. 

Zoman's trainer Paul Cole, who also trained Gener¬ 
ous, linked the International to a remarkable coup. The 
next day Cole sent out Snurge (Ire) to win the Grade 1 
Rothman's International on the turf. 

Zoman's valiant performance—which came within 
a fifth of a second of equaling the modern-day stakes 
record (2:01 Vs) set by Fly Till Dawn in 1990—high¬ 
lighted a two-day Turf Festival (October 17 and 18) that 
was in many ways a less than joyous celebration. 

Wagering and handle were down dramatically for 
this year's event, which faced competition not only 
from the Breeders' Cup (at Gulfstream Park two weeks 
later), but also Belmont Park's Super Saturday Breed¬ 
er's Cup preview (October 10) and Woodbine's (Octo¬ 
ber 18) Rothman's International Stakes-Gl. 

Laurel and Pimlico inter-track wagering handled a 
combined total of $2,522,733 on International day, the 
lowest since 1985. It amounted to an 18.5 percent drop 
from last year's figure ($3,095,219). 

Has the Turf Festival, created in 1987 by the late 
Frank De Francis, outlived its usefulness? A giant

question mark that had been inflating quietly for the 
last couple of years drifted up into the air like a sorry 
version of the Goodyear blimp, and hovered over the 
whole affair. Laurel's first vice-president for racing, 
Tim Capps, said the track will consider many factors 
before making plans for next year: "I'd say there defi¬ 
nitely will be a future for the Turf Festival, but I don't 
know what that future will be." 

Still, there was depth in the fields for the five major 
races—the $750,000-guaranteed Budweiser Interna- 
tional-Gl, the $300,000-guaranteed All Along Stakes- 
G2 and the $250,000-guaranteed Laurel Dash-G3 on 
Saturday; and the $200,000-guaranteed Selima Stakes- 
G3 and $200,000-guaranteed Laurel Futurity-G3 on 
Sunday. 

Over a course the Daily Racing Form rated as "yield¬ 
ing," but considered firm by many, especially the Eu¬ 
ropeans, eight horses, three apiece from France and 
the United States and two representing Great Britain, 
started in the International. 

Last year's winner Leariva and runner-up Sillery 
both came back for another try. But this time the smart 
money was on Sillery, a 4-year-old Blushing Groom 
(Fr) colt who was coming off two recent major victories 
in his home country of France. The ultimate family 
horse, Sillery campaigns for a French racing dynasty. 
Bred (in Kentucky) by Alec Head and owned by Mrs. 
Alec (Ghislaine) Head, he is trained by the Heads's 
daughter Criquette and ridden by their son Freddie. "I 
bred the lot," said a proud Alec Head, who has been 
one of France's premier trainers for many years. 

Sillery's powerful stretch run would have demol¬ 
ished most rivals. But it wasn't quite enough to catch 
Zoman, who prevailed under stable jockey Alan 
Munro at odds of 7.5-1. 

Contested Bid, a French entry brought over by lead¬ 
ing International trainer Maurice Zilber, rallied to fin¬ 
ish third, another length and three-quarters back. 
Next in order of finish were Leariva (France), Stark 
South (U.S.), Senor Tomas (U.S.), Thakib (U.S.) and 
Young Buster (Ire) (Great Britain). 
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Booly's victory in the Selima Stakes-G3 was celebrated by 
(left to right) trainer Vinnie Blengs and his wife Terry; 
Kim Cohen; jockey Mike Luzzi; owner Seymour Cohen; 
and President George Bush's son Neil Bush, who made 
the presentation. Above right. Laurel Futurity-G3 winner 
Lord of the Bay, jockey Rick Wilson and trainer John 
Salzman Jr. scored for the (Maryland-based) home team. 

Zoman, a professional race horse who was champi¬ 
on older horse in Ireland last year and has won group 
stakes in four countries—France, Scotland, Ireland 
and the U.S.—became a millionaire with his Interna¬ 
tional victory, worth $450,000. After the International, 
his record was seven wins and eight placings from 21 
career starts, and earnings of $1,108,691. 

In winning the International, he even stirred up a 
little bit of Maryland pride. Zoman's dam A Little Af¬ 
fection (by King Emperor), herself a stakes winner 
($182,982, Miss Prosperity H, 2nd Petrify H), comes 
from the female family of champion Affectionately and 
many other outstanding runners developed by the late 
Hirsch Jacobs at his Stymie Manor (now Corbett) Farm 
in Monkton. 

There were plenty of sentimental touches in the 
Laurel Dash, won by the 5-year-old mare Glen Kate 
(Ire). The winner is trained by former jockey Bill Shoe¬ 
maker who, although paralyzed from the neck down 
from injuries received in an automobile accident, is 
establishing a new career as a trainer in California. 
Assistant trainer Paddy Gallagher handled the sad¬ 
dling duties, but after the race Shoemaker was inter¬ 
viewed via telephone from the West Coast. 

''Glen Kate's strictly a grass runner," he com¬ 
mented. "We haven't had a win like this in awhile. I 
didn't know the quality of the horses in the race, but I 
knew she was a quality horse." Finding the right spot 
for the daughter of Glenstal—Miss Kate by Nonoalco 
hasn't been easy. But Glen Kate, co-owned by Bruce 
McNall, owner of the Los Angeles Kings of the Nation¬ 
al Hockey League, and Wayne Gretzky, the greatest 
scorer in NHL history, got her job done easily. Ridden 
by Laffit Pincay Jr., she triumphed in a competitive 
field of 13, pressing the pace at the first marker in 
\22^l5, holding a two and a half-length advantage at 
the half in :46, and drawing off to an unchallenged 
three-length score in l.lO^/s. 
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French runners finished one-two-three in the All 
Along Stakes, named for the 1983 International winner 
from France. 

Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid al Maktoum's Mar¬ 
ble Maiden (GB) cruised to a two and three-quarter- 
length victory over countrymate Wedding Ring (Ire), 
with Sheba Dancer (Fr), the 13-10 favorite, settling for 
third. Ridden by Thierry Jarnet, the leading rider in 
France, Marble Maiden is trained by Andre Fabre, who 
won last year's All Along with Sheikh Mohammed's 
Sha Tha. 

A 3-year-old daughter of Lead On Time—Lastcomer 
by Kris, Marble Maiden had finished a solid fourth 
behind Kostroma (Ire) in Arlington's Beverly D. 
Stakes-Gl on September 5, her last time out. And she 
was being pointed back to Grade 1 competition, in Oak 
Tree's Yellow Ribbon Invitational. 

The Turf Festival concluded with upsets by home¬ 
town horses in the two 2-year-old events, the Selima 
and Laurel Futurity (each contested at a mile and a 
sixteenth). 

Booly, longest shot in a field of seven fillies at 16-1, 
registered a one and a quarter-length victory in the 
Selima. Owned by Miami bloodstock agent Seymour 
Cohen and trained by Vinnie Blengs, who recently 
moved from Maryland, the filly by Apalachee—En¬ 
close by Nureyev (a Minnesota-bred) raised her profile 
considerably. Before that day, the best she had done 
were two seconds (on October 1 and 11) in maiden 
specials at Pimlico and Laurel. The Selima was her first 
race on the grass, and her first at a distance of more 
than 6 V 2 furlongs. Booly came from far off the pace to 
win in 1:45 V5. 

Checking in a fifth of a second slower in the Laurel 
Futurity was 15-1 longshot Lord of the Bay, trained by 
the Maryland-based son/father outfit of John Salzman 
Jr. and Sr. 

Owned by the Sidney L. Port Trust, Florida-bred 
Lord of the Bay (Lord Avie—Lituya Bay by Empery) 
had finished a well-beaten fourth in Pimlico's Septem¬ 
ber 13 Vanlandingham Stakes. But he was already a 
stakes winner on the turf, having just captured the 
(October 2 ) World Appeal Stakes at Meadowlands. □

By finishing second in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic, Pleasant Tap boosted his life¬ 
time earnings to $2,721,169. 

■ It wasn’t the Breeders’ Cup. But it was a 
breeders’ day for Virginia. 

On October 10, Virginia-breds went 
on a rampage coast-to-coast, winning 
four graded stakes. Three of them were 
Grade Is. 

At Belmont Park, Pleasant Tap set a 
new stakes record (LSSVs) in winning 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl by four 
and a half lengths, over Strike the Gold 
and A.P. Indy. 

Paul Mellon’s homebred Sea Hero (by 
Polish Navy—Glowing Tribute by 
Graustark) lived up to his name with a 
rollicking five and three-quarter length 
victory in Belmont’s Champagne Stakes- 
Gl. It was the colt’s third win in a row.

■ Wagering on Virginia’s second pari¬ 
mutuel wagering event, the Morven Park 
races near Ixesburg on October 10, failed 
to live up to hopes. 

A crowd of about 10,000 wagered 
$58,648 on the program, which consisted 
of seven live races and four simulcasts of 
Breeders’ Cup preview races from Bel¬ 
mont Park. 

The low handle jeopardizes the fiiture 
of what is so far the state’s only pari-mutu¬ 
el racing day. Dr. Joseph M. Rogers, 
chairman of the race committee, had pre¬ 
viously indicated that Morven Park might 
abandon the pari-mutuel effort if this 
year’s event was no more successtiil than 
last year’s inaugural. Last year a crowd of 
approximately the same size wagered 
some $70,000 on an eight-race card. 

However, corporate sponsorship of 
the $76,500 in purses could make up 
most of the losses on this year’s Morven 
Park races. 

The day’s featured hurdle event, the 
$15,000 Arthur McCashin Memorial, 
went to Hat Ensign, a 6-year-old son of 
Blue Ensign. 

A full field of 14 contested the timber 
feature, the Samuel H. Rogers Memorial, 
won bv Randolph D. Rouse’s Fire Sale. 

■ Receiving this year’s Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) award for Virginia is Mrs. James 
P Mills. The former Alice duPont, Mrs. 
Mills has been associated with horses 
since childhood. She has campaigned 
horses in her own name as well as racing 
under the banner of Hickory Tree Stable 
with her late husband. Mr. and Mrs. Mills 
purchased 500-acre Hickory Tree near 
Middleburg in the mid-1940s. They ac¬ 
quired the adjoining 438-acre Burrland 
Farm from Eleanora Sears in 1966. 

That same year Mrs. Mills was among 
the leading owners in England, where her 
Irish-bred filly *Glad Rags 11 won the 
One Thousand Guineas-G 1. *Glad Rags 
11 became a prolific brexximare for Hick¬ 
ory Tree, prcxlucing Grade 2 stakes win¬ 
ner Terpsichorist ($426,986); group 
stakes winner and sire Gorytus; and 
graded stakes winner Mirthftil Flirt, dam 
of graded stakes winner What’s Dat. 

Mrs. Mills also campaigned homebred 
stakes winners Ogirema, Nettlesome and 
Brandon Hill. Hickory Tree bred 34 
stakes winners and campaigned 26, of 
which 11 were homebreds. Most of the 
stable’s fillies raced for Mrs. Mills, while 
her husband raced the colts. 

■ Mr. and Mrs. Mark Hardin’s Rcxrkburn 
Farm got credit for having bred its first 
graded/group stakes winner when Silver- 
nesian, a 3-year-old colt by Alleged, went 
wire to wire under Lester Piggott to win 


the Gran Premio del Jcxrkey Club e Q)ppa 
d’Oro-Gl in Milan, Italy, on October 18. 

Worth the equivalent of $395,054 to 
the winner, the race is one of the richest in 
Europe. 

Silvernesian, who entered the stakes 
ranks with a second-place finish in the St. 
Leger ltaliano-G3 last July, was a $45,000 
RNA at the 1990 Saratoga Yearling sale. 
“^We shipped him over to England for the 
2-year-olds in training sale,” recalls Mark 
Hardin, who keeps a select band of 
brcKxlmares and breeds for the commer¬ 
cial market. The Hardins established 
Rockburn, near Middleburg, following 
the 1985 dispersal of his late father Taylor 
Hardin’s famous Newstead Farm. As a 
2-year-old at Tattersalls, the colt sold for 
the equivalent of about $15,000. 

But his dam. Loot (by Boldnesian) is 
still in residence at RcK'kburn. The 19- 
year-old mare has prcxJuced two earlier 
stakes horses, including Treasure Map, a 
1982 Rill sister to Silvernesian. LxK)t w as 
not bred for 1992. She’s due to foal this 
spring to Stop the Music, and is b(X)ked 
back to Alleged. 

■ Shelly Malone, 37, a Fauquier County 
equestrian and businesswoman, died Oc¬ 
tober 18 from injuries suffered in a riding 
accident. 

Since 1988, she had operated Capri¬ 
ole, an equestrian shop in Middleburg. 
Miss Malone had designed the graphics 
for a line of apparel know n as '‘HercKS of 
the Racetrack.”

A 
10-year-old son of Raise a Native and 
champion Davona Dale, Feel the Power 
stands at O’Sullivan Farms, near Charles 
Town. 


New Jersey 

M issy’s Mirage is the standard-bearer 
for the Middletown Stable of Jo¬ 
seph and William Stavola, New Jersey’s 
1992 TOBA award winner. 

Missy’s Mirage led the East Q^ast dis¬ 
taff division this year. She is the product 
of the Stavolas’ astute auction buying, 
they having purchased her dam for 
$51,000 at the 1986 Keeneland January 
Mixed sale. The Stavolas’ father, Michael, 
spent more than $6 million for seven 
mares at auctions in 1984, his purchases 
including Great Lady M. and Belonging 
for $2.7 million each at Keeneland’s No¬ 
vember Breeding Stock sale. Great Lady 
M. is, of course, the dam of 1986 horse of 
the year Lady’s Secret. Belonging is the 
dam of current Middletown Stable run¬ 
ner Belong to Me, a 3-year-oid son of 
Danzig who recently captured the Bex)- 
jum Handicap-G3. 







Michael Stavola also paid $450,000 
for Rokeby Stable’s homebred Golden 
Summer, who for the Stavolas pnxiuced 
Summer Secretary, winner of the 1989 
and 1991 Beaugay Handicap-G3 and two 
other stakes. 

■ Although Joseph and William Stavola 
have had many triumphs, few^ have been 
more exciting than Belong to Me’s victory 
in the October 25 Bcx)jum Handicap at 
Aqueduct. Blocked behind a wall of 
horses entering the stretch, the Stavola 
homebred trained by Allen Jerkens got 
clear and unleashed a pow^erful late run to 
finish three and a quarter lengths in front 
of favored Diablo. 

'‘He ran a monster race,’’ said jcKkey 
Mike Smith. Already a multiple graded 
stakes winner. Belong to Me has won 
seven of 16 lifetime starts. His latest vic¬ 
tory pushed his earnings to $261,166. 

■ Lady’s Secret’s 4-year-old full brother 
Shelly’s Charmer will stand the 1993 sea¬ 
son at Middletown Stables in Colts Neck. 
His stud fee is private. 

■ Wardrobe Test’s victory in the King- 
land Stakes at Meadow^lands on Octoh)er 
10 touched many hearts. 

The 3-year-old colt was bred by the 
late David A. (Sonny) Werblin, a noted 
sportsman and one of the founders of the 
Meadowlands. Werblin also bred the 
colt’s dam Screened (by Alydar) and stood 
his sire Over Arranged. 

Not since Travelling Music w^on Mon¬ 
mouth’s Sapling Stakes-Gl 12 years ago 
had a horse bred and owned by Werblin 
captured a stakes. 

Werblin’s Elberon Farm racing stable 
is being carried on by his wife Leah Ray 
and son Thomas (T.D.). Trainer J. Wil¬ 
lard Thompson, w ho has conditioned the 
Elberon horses tor about ten years, cur¬ 
rently has about five of them under his 
care. 

Wardrobe Test, who led up to the 
Kingland Stakes w ith a second in the Ber¬ 
gen County Stakes and three consecutive 
allowance victories, triumphed as 2-1 fa¬ 
vorite in an excellent time of l:09^/s. 

■ Lil Fappi got his first winner from his 
first crop when the 2-ycar-old colt Teamo 
scored by two lengths in a maiden special 
October 27 at Philadelphia Park. Out of 
the Rambunctious marc Gumptious, 
Teamo was bred in Pennsylvania by Louis 
J. Petrie. 

Lil Fappi (Fappiano—Erotica by 
What a Pleasure), owned by Lawrence 1. 
Littman’s Lil Stable, stands at Colonial 
Farms in Colts Neck. 

■ Quick to Blame, a 4-ycar-old filly who 
raced for a $4,000 claiming price as re¬ 
cently as last March, climbed another 
rung toward the top with an upset in the 


Quincentennial Breeders’ Cup Stakes on 
October 12 at Suffolk. 

Dispatched at 20-1, the Edward N. 
Sirano colorbearer gained victory upon 
the disqualification of 16-1 longshot Nif¬ 
ty Operator. It was her seventh win in 
eight starts this season. 

By Jolic Jo—Becky Greene by Shecky 
Greene, Quick to Blame was bred by 
Christine Connelly’s Bright View^ Farm, 
in Columbus, which stexxi her sire. The 
fillv’s career earnings amount to 
$117,175. 

■ John von Stade has been selected to re¬ 
ceive the first annual BMW Horseman of 
the Year Aw ard. A member of the Far 
Hills race committee since 1966, von 
Stade was honored for his many contribu¬ 
tions to steeplechasing and the commu¬ 
nity of Far Hills, N.J. 

The award was presented at the Octo¬ 
ber 24 Far Hills steeplechase meeting. 
BMW will fund a scholarship in von 
Stade’s name to the Somerset Hills Hand- 
icapjx'd Riders Club in Bedminster. 

Maryland 

M arvland-breds scored a remarkable 
coup in this year’s Tri-State Futuri¬ 
ty at Charles Towm. For the first time in its 
31-vear history the race, which is re¬ 
stricted to 2-year-olds nominated prior to 
foaling from the states of West Virginia, 
Virginia and Maryland, w^as split into 
three divisions. Horses foaled in Mary¬ 
land won all three. 

In the first division, for fillies, Hal C. 
B. Clagett’s homebred Carnirainbow' (by 
Carnivalay) drew away and registered by 
four lengths. Clagetfs joy was briefly 
overshadowed by a foul claim that 
brought back some of his worst memo¬ 
ries. It w'as a disqualification in the 1984 
Tri-State Futurity that led Clagett to sell 
Little Bold John, the famous runner who 
has since earned almost $2 million. “I was 
afraid that was going to happen again,” 
said Clagett. When the order of finish was 
made official, Clagett, who has supported 
the Tri-State Futurity tor many years, was 
ecstatic. “It’s nice to finally get one of 
these trophies!” 

Guru Dude (by Deputed Testamony) 
carried off the second division for ow ner/ 
breeder Randy Cohen and his Hickory 
Plains Farm. Odds-on favorite, the geld¬ 
ing scored by three and a half lengths. 

Following the third division, trainer 
Jerry Robb, who saddled Carnirainbow' 
to victory for Clagett, returned to the 
winner’s circle w'ith his owm homebred 
John’s Ambition, a John Alden colt. 
John’s Ambition won by a resounding 13 


lengths, becoming the fourth Tri-State 
Futurity winner for Robb, who saddled 
Jack to Jerrv in 1987 and Alden’s Warrior 
in 1989. 

■ Pimlico’s stable area will not close for 
the winter, as previously planned. An 
agreement between the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association and 
track management was reached, averting 
the shutdown. 

Horsemen accepted several proposals 
from track management, regarding plans 
for satellite simulcast wagering and inter¬ 
track wagering with Rosecroft Raceway. 
In return, track president Joe De Francis 
agreed to keep the Rogers Avenue (new¬ 
er) side of the stable area open through¬ 
out this year. 

■ Not one who seeks rewards for her ac¬ 
tions, Mrs. Richard C. duPont has earned 
numerous awards and honors. She re¬ 
ceived her first TOBA award for Mary¬ 
land in 1985, and this year adds another. 

Best known for having bred and raced 
five-time horse of the year Kelso, Mrs. 
duPont has bred 39 stakes winners in her 
ow n name or the name of WocxJstock En¬ 
terprises, and three more in parmership 
with Dr. John M. Lee. She has raced 22 
stakes winners, including 17 homebreds. 
In 1991, Mrs. duPont was represented by 
homebred stakes winners Crowned (also 
a stakes w inner this year). Tank and Man- 
love. 


Pennsylvania 

I t’s not news w'hen Jonathan Sheppard’s 
Unionvilie-based stable gets a major 
steeplechase victory. But Highland Bud’s 
triumph in the Breeders’ Cup Stee¬ 
plechase, October 10 at Belmont Park, 
was superb by any standard. 

Coming from off the pace under Rich¬ 
ard Dunw'cxxiy, Highland Bud raced in 
the middle of the ten-horse field until the 
final stages. He came on with a burst 
around the turn and overtook Mistico 
(Chi) to w'in “as his rider pleased.” Finish¬ 
ing behind him were such standouts as 
Yaw and Victorian Hill. 

The champion steeplechaser in the 
country in 1989, Highland Bud races for 
Jesse Henley, of Nashville, Tenn. Togeth¬ 
er with his late wife Margaret, who died 
last spring, Henley has been a longtime 
patron of steeplechasing. Since his wife 
died, Henley has cut back on his horse 
operation. “There was never a thought,” 
he said, “of not going on with Highland 
Bud.” 

Plagued w'ith soreness. Highland Bud 
didn’t compete in the 1990 or '91 Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Steeplechases, after winning in 
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Jonathan Sheppard-trained Highland Bud, ridden by Richard Dunwoody (center), came 
on with a rush to win the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase on October 10 at Belmont. 


'89. He had raced only once this year pri¬ 
or to the big event. 

■ Grecian Coin and Jane G.—multiple 
winners who never earned black type— 
are the mainstays behind the successfiil 
breeding program of Eugene and Betty 
Weymouth, and largely responsible for 
Mrs. Weymouth’s selection as the TOBA 
award winner for Pennsylvania. 

Grecian Coin produced 17 foals, and 
the 15 who started all won. Jane G. has 
produced five starters, all winners, from 
seven foals. Included in the latter’s off¬ 
spring are multiple stakes winner and 
$272,981-earner Stand In and stakes- 


placed Alter the Glitter, both of whom are 
homebreds still racing for Mrs. Wey¬ 
mouth and trained by her husband. 

Mr. and Mrs. Weymouth operate a 
110-acre farm near Kennett Square, Pa. 
Mr. Weymouth, a veteran trainer, has a 
stable based at Fair Hill Training Center. 
Mrs. Weymouth has bred four stakes win¬ 
ners and many other winners who placed 
in added-money events since the early 
1980s. 

Stand In is a three-time winner of the 
Iroquois Handicap (1988, '90 and '91). 
Another added-money winner bred by 
Mrs. Weymouth is Stop the Song, who 
took the 1991 Pistol Packer Handicap. 


■ New at Reigle Heir Farm, in Grant- 
ville, is the stallion Sudden Flare, an 
8-year-old stakes-winning son of Robel- 
lino—Brilliant Dancer by Dancer’s Im- 
age. 

Sudden Flare won or placed in 40 of 
75 starts, capturing the Challedon and 
General Assembly Stakes, and finishing 
second in the Business Express Maryland 
Nursery, Star de Naskra, Mister Diz and 
Persimmon Stakes. He earned $189,739. 

Property of Peter Boland, he will stand 
for a private fee. 

■ Captain My Captain, the dominant sire 
in Pennsylvania throughout the 1980s, 
was humanely destroyed on October 10 at 
his longtime home. Willow Tree Farm, in 
York. He was 25. 

Willow Tree Farm is owned and oper¬ 
ated by Paul Mills, who acquired Captain 
My Captain as a 4-year-old from Frank 
Whiteley at Pimlico. 

Captain My Captain (by *Turn-to— 
Jota Jota by Double Jay) st(X)d his entire 
career at Willow Tree, after retiring from 
racing. He got four mares in foal this year 
and still has a large number of horses rac¬ 
ing at tracks in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

For most of the last decade. Mills was 
the leading earner of Pennsylvania breed¬ 
ers’ awards, thanks in large part to the 
progeny of Captain My Captain. 

■ John Ames Ballard, 69, a member of 
the Pennsylvania State Horse Racing 
Q)mmission, died recently. The Spring- 
field Township resident was a partner in 
the Philadelphia law firm of Drinker, Bid¬ 
dle and Reath. He had been a member of 
the PSHRC since 1989. An avid foxhun- 
ter, Ballard was a member of the 1978 
Blue Ribbon Q)mmittee which reviewed 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred racing 
in Pennsylvania.

Although the average dropped 
six percent from last year's figure, 
reactions were generally upbeat fol¬ 
lowing the select session of the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, held October 4 at 
Timonium. 

Topping the sale at $49,000 was a 
gray colt by Waquoit out of the Bar- 
achois mare Personal Touch, from 
the Chanceland Farm, Agent, con¬ 
signment. A half-brother to stakes- 
placed winner Flattering News, the 
colt was purchased by Californians 
Jan, Mace and Samantha Siegel, 
who have been leading buyers at 
Maryland auctions for most of the 
last decade. 

The same players were respon¬ 
sible for the next-highest priced fig¬ 
ure—$45,000 paid for a colt by Car- 
nivalay—Love Them All by Drone. 

It was the second year in a row 
that a Chanceland Farm yearling 
has posted the highest amount at 
this sale. Lbst year a Naevus colt set 
the mark at $63,000. And in 1990, 
Chanceland sold the second high¬ 
est-priced offering, a $60,000 El 
Raggaas colt. Chanceland Farm, in 
West Friendship, Md., is owned 
and operated by Bob Manfuso and 
Katy Voss. 

Charlton, Agent, listed on be¬ 
half of five separate interests, was 
the leading consignor by gross 
amount, selling 15 for a total of

$238,200 and an average of $15,880.

extravaganza

Equestrian competition at its finest. That's what 
the Fair Hill International is all about. 

An annual fall tradition established three years ago 
in the rolling countryside of northern Maryland, it 
draws top riders from throughout the United States 
who come to compete in one of the nation's two high¬ 
est rated (3-star CCI) three-day events. Also featured 
are world-class combined driving competitions. 

"It's growing yearly," says Fair Hill International di¬ 
rector Irish Gilbert. This year's program, sponsored by 
MBNA America and held October 23, 24 and 25, drew 
more than 10,000 spectators for each of the final two 
days. With the theme "Festival in the Country," it of¬ 
fered a variety of other activities, including a tent filled 
with 84 shops offering high-end country-style mer¬ 
chandise, demonstrations by the Coors Belgian Hitch 
and a large classic car expo. 

The grand fun finale was a cross-country relay race 
pitting a team of women riders against a team of men 
drivers—all piloting Range Rovers. (The drivers won.) 

Stars of this year's Fair Hill International were 
Sharon Chesson, of Far Hills, N.]., who won the major 
driving competition, and former Olympian Bruce 
Davidson, of Unionville, Pa., who rode Mrs. Roy M. 
Chapman's Eagle Lion to victory in the three-day 
event. 

Chesson upset the current U.S. leader Jimmy Fair- 
dough in the advanced pair class. The victory was 
especially important, because the class is a qualifying 
event for the World Championship driving event to be 
held October 7 to 10, 1993, in Gladstone, N.J. This 
event in Gladstone will be a historic as well as pres¬ 
tigious occasion, marking the first time that the World 
Championships in driving have taken place outside of 
Europe. 


Chesson, who won the dressage phase of the 1989 
World Championships in Hungary, has never won a 
national title. "This is the max for me," she said, after 
the happy outcome at Fair Hill. One of only four female 
drivers in the trials, Chesson is a housewife and moth¬ 
er of four children aged 10 to 15. She and her husband 
Peter started driving about ten years ago. "We were 
looking for a sport we could do together," she ex¬ 
plained. "Peter doesn't drive, but he serves as my navi¬ 
gator." 

Driving her pair of 9-year-old Holsteiner geldings. 
Aristocrat and Bossa Nova, Chesson was the only driv¬ 
er of the 20 pairs in the event to go clean in the cone 
competition. (Combined driving consists of three 
phases, patterned along the same lines as a three-day 
event: obstacles or cones, similar to stadium jumping; 
dressage; and marathon, the equivalent of cross-coun- 
try.) 

Chesson pulled ahead of Fairclough after his pair 
knocked down three cones on the 16-obstacle course. 
Fairclough had been on the lead after a rousing trip in 
the marathon. 

The Maryland pair of Iton and Federal belonging to 
Bob Cook of Mount Airy and driven by Bill Lower fin¬ 
ished third overall after winning the opening-day 
dressage phase. 

Other Marylanders also fared well in the driving 
events, which attracted competitors from as far away 
as California and Canada. Gary Stover of Chesapeake 
City finished seventh in the pairs event, 53 penalties 
behind Chesson. In the singles driving event. 
Chandler Irwin, also of Chesapeake City, finished 
third and Jane Ramsey of Elkton was fifth. 
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Bruce Davidson won the three-day event aboard Mrs. Roy 
Chapman's Eagle Lion, opposite page. At right, top to 
bottom: Sharon Chesson and her pair of Holsteiner 
geldings gained an upset in the advanced pair division; 
George Hoffman won the advanced singles competition 
with his Morgan horse Jesse; Lois Holtby captured the 
single pony driving event at the Fair Hill International. 

This year, for the first time. Fair Hill's singles driving 
event was recognized as the American Horse Shows 
Association's national championship. Victory went to 
George Hoffman, of Flemington, N.J., who performed 
consistently well in all three phases. Also on the pro¬ 
gram were two other driving classes: the Eastern sin¬ 
gle pony championships, won by Lois Holtby, of Ver¬ 
mont, with her chestnut Morgan mare; and national 
four-in-hand championships, which went to Bill Long. 

"It was a very competitive competition—especially 
in the pairs and singles," said Lana duPont Wright, 
who designed the course. "We were delighted with the 
way things went. All the horses came through without 
injury, and all the comments were good. 

"Weather is always a factor, and this year it was 
absolutely perfect. The ground was comfortably firm, 
with just enough give, not soft or hard. It was sunny, 
and humidity wasn't something we had to think 
about," Wright added. 

"Thanks also to our many volunteers, for helping 
produce a lovely weekend," said Gilbert, who de¬ 
signed the three-day event course with internationally- 
known expert Michael Tucker. 

In the equestrian three-day, two-time Olympic gold 
medalist Bruce Davidson, who missed a berth on the 
1992 team in Barcelona, took the lead on the second 
day. He and Eagle Lion, a 7-year-old gelding who is a 
half-brother to Davidson's former potential World 
Championships mount Pirate Lion, came out of the 
dressage phase in tenth place with a score of 67.6 pen¬ 
alties. They finished the second day's endurance 
phase with an additional 14.8 penalties, to take the 
lead with an overall score of 82.4. In the final day's 
stadium jumping competition, they completed the 
course fault-free, ending up with a grand total of 82.4 
penalties. 

Marcia Carabell, of Rochelle, Va., riding an ex- 
Maryland race horse named Alden's Image, was close 
behind with a score of 85.0, to place second among the 
27 riders. Third place went to Missy Ransehousen of 
Unionville, Pa., on Pacific Lion, owned by Jessica Ran¬ 
sehousen, with a total score of 88.4 penalties. 

Marylanders Grant Schneidman of Glyndon and 
Gayle Molander of Upperco were 11th and 15th respec¬ 
tively. Mimi Osborne of Glenmoony, Pa., rode Pen- 
nylane, a horse owned by Marion White of White Hall 
(Md.) to a nine-place finish. 

Both Davidson, who has ranked among the coun¬ 
try's top equestrian performers for the last several de¬ 
cades, and Eagle Lion's owner Mrs. Chapman have 



celebrated many other successes in the horse world. 

Mrs. Chapman's Uncle Merlin won the 1989 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, and last spring her Toots La Mae cap¬ 
tured the Miss Preakness Stakes at Pimlico. Her Fair 
Hill International victory highlighted her diverse inter¬ 
ests. "Now we just have to win the Preakness," said 
Mrs. Chapman. □

Nominating and marketing 


All agricultural producers—including the most silver- 
spooned and silk-shirted breeders of Thoroughbred foals—learn, 
sooner or later, that marketing is as crucial, if not more so, to their 
success as production. Farmers who survive, regardless of public 
policies or region of the country, are not necessarily those with the 
highest yields, the best livestock, or even the lowest costs. The sur¬ 
vivors, even in such classical agricultural commodities as wheat and 
corn, are those who devote significant attention to marketing. 

Because the market for race horses is different from that of most 
other farm markets, the relative importance of marketing to produc¬ 
tion in the horse breeding business is even higher. Consider the 
following: 

1) Compared to the widespread demand for food, the demand 
for horses is extremely thin—meaning the number of buyers is lim¬ 
ited and major players strongly influence the market. 2) The demand 
for race horses is non-essential, built on discretionary income— 
meaning an economic recession will have a much more devastating 
impact. 3) The race horse market is exceptionally complex, with 
many factors influencing value—meaning it takes experience and 
research for producers to maximize their marketing. 

Two ways for local breeders to improve their marketing may be 
to nominate to the Maryland Million and consign to Timonium auc¬ 
tions. At the Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall Yearling sale, nominated 
Maryland Million yearlings in the selected section averaged $16,644 
(compared to the section average of $12,594), while in the open 
section they averaged $5,594 (compared to the section average of 
$3,560). 

Also worth noting is that the first-session median price at the 
Timonium sale, $10,000, was only one percent lower than the medi¬ 
an price on Keeneland's seventh day, and actually higher than, or 
equal to, the median price of the last four days of that sale. For 
regional breeders, an in-depth analysis of marketing options might 
show that the best opportunities are right here at home.
